All crops in Alberta are at prevent 
making good progress under more or 
less ideal growing conditions, with 
the exception of the east-central sec- 
tion pwhere early dfought and the 
hoppers have left their mark, and 
where July rains have not been as 
heavy or frequent as in other aréas. 
In thie section the grain crops will 
be light. 

Over most of the province the first 
half of July ‘has brought considerable 
moisture, the reins having varied 
from occasional showers at intervals 
of a few days in many parts of 
Southern Alberta to Grequent and 
heavy vain storme in central and 
northern areas. The result is a very 
satisfactory supply of moisture which 
verges on guiper-abundance in some 
of the centrial and northern districts 
where the need of a period of warm 
er weather is beginning to be felt, 
and where an extension of the pres- 
ent rainy spell would mean a serious 
retarding of crop development. 

The past two weeks ‘have been 
characterized by violent electrical 
disturbances and severe: hail storms 
over a portion of central Alberta, 
where heavy damage ‘has been done 
to crops In lMmited areas, this reach- 
ing as high as 75 to 100 per cent, in 
Individual cases. The districts chief- 
if affected lie between Red Deer and 
Bamonton and east towards the 
Saskatchewan borer. There hag al- 
so been some damage in a few Isol- 
ated districts in Southern Alberta. 

The fear of Gamage by frost is 
indicated in some of the reports from 
the west-central and northern dis- 
tricts, but while the temperature has 
dropped to low points in one or two 
of these districts, the damage has 
thus far not been severe or extensive. 

Most of the wheat in the province 
4s headed out and generally speaking 
is showing a good, healthy stand, with 
rank growth in some of the central 
districts. Coarse grains are also head- 
ing out and showing good progress. 
Haying is progressing, and the ag- 
eregate crop will be fairly substan- 
tial, although light in a number of 
districts, Later feed crops give pre-" 
mise of quite heavy yields, and there 
is every indication of a very much im- 
proved feed situation. 

There appears to be a more confi- 
dent feeling among the rural popula- 
tion in the province, consequent upon 
the greatly lImiproved general ‘crop 
outlook, .A very keen interest has 
been shown .in the various field days 
held. There is a gratifying demand 
‘among farmers in central and north- 
ern districts for Yorkshire gilts, in- 
Gicating the increased determination 
‘to improve the quality of hogs, Cattle 
are jn good condition, but producers 
are somewhat anxious over the pro- 
posed restrictions in shipments of 
cattle to the British market; Farmere 
in central Alberta finishing cattle un- 
der the rancher-farmer contract sys- 
tem, have marketed their (inished 
product in most dases to very good 
advantage, and have realized fairly 
well on the deal, Cream production 
has shown a marked increase for the 
first part of tthe year over last year’s 
high record. Prices have been main- 
tained on a fairly satisfactory basis, 
but weakness in outside markets has 
been reflected in somewhat lower

Care Of Rubber Behing 


Vegetable Castor Ol Will Keep It 
In Good Condition 

A cheap and effective method of 
‘keeping a rubber belt in condition 
and to prevent slippage is to apply 
20 to 80 drops of vegetable castor 
oil once a week on a small rubber 
belt, or about one-fourth to one-half 
ounce on a main drive belt. Mineral 
oil of any kind should never be used 
on rubber belts. Most commercial 
belt dressings are not suitable for 
rubber belting and should not be used 
except on the advice of the belting 
manufacturer. Rubber belts should 
be left on the pulleys, day and night, 
rain or shine.

The reason for his assertion is ‘that 
spots on the sun are) appronching 
their maximum period. _Since 1028, 
Mr. Meggett explained, the lagt time 
at which sun spots were at their 
maximum, the sun has been, fairly 
quiet. There has been a falling off 
in rain, and insects, including grass- 
hoppers, have been multiplying. 
“Records kept in Manitoba since 
1895," he said, “show that where 
there has been. a maximum sunspot 
period, there has also been a mini- 
mum grasshopper period. 
“As the number and size of the 
sun spots increase, the amount of 
ultra-violet rays also increases, play- 
ing havoc with the insect world, and 
bringing increased rain because the 
electrification of the upper atmos- 
phere helps to form cloud particles 
with more abundant water vapor.” 


World’s Finest Opal 


Worker Found It By Accident In 
Abandoned Mine 

The Harlequin opal, valued at $6,- 
500 and claimed to be the largest 
black opal ever found, has reached 
London. , 

It measures 2% by 1% inches and 
lies in a bed of velvet in a jewellers 
in the west end of London. 

It was found by accident in a de- 
serted mine in Australia, by ‘“muck- 


ventors’ Congress at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, President A. G. Burns, Oak- 
land, Cal., told delegates. 

The invention has been suppressed 
by the United States government, 
with the consent of the inventor, 
Burns said. He said the machine, cap- 
able of killing birds in flight two 
Blocks away, was perfected by Dr. 
Antonio Longoria, a Cleveland; Ohio, 
physician and electrical engineer. 

“I witnessed a demonstration of 
the machine, by invitation in Cleve- 
land last October,” Burns: said, “Tt 
resembles a motion-picture projection 
machine in appearance. Several gov- 
ernment scientists were there. 

“Dr. Longoria turned the ray on 
rabbits, dogs and cats. They fell 
over, instantly killed, their blood 
turned to water. The same thing 
happened to pigeons, unloosed and al- 
lowed to fly quite a distance, They 
fluttered to the ground and were dead 
when picked up.”

Camps In Volcano Crater 


Heat Of Lava Did Cooking For 
Batavia Man 

Few people would choose the 
steaming floor of a volcano asa camp 
site for a holiday, but J. J. Richard, 
on a visit from Batavia in the 
Dutch East Indies, spent 10 days 
amid the vap>r clouds in the crater 
of Raoeng, Java's most active vol- 
cano. 

Living as he did with 50 active 
volcanoes nearby, Mr. Richard be- 
came an ardent volcanologist. The 
acid fumes reduced: the fabric of his’ 
tent to crumbling powder and burned 
away the face coverings of the gas 
masks worn in an attempt to pene- 
trate the central cone of the crater. 
One advantage of his selection of a 
temporary home was that he did his 
cooking by scraping away the dust 
and setting his pots on the hot lava 
beds.

This hither- 
to unknown territory stretches be- 
neath the surface of the North Paci- 
fic. It was discovered by echoes from 
the depth finder in the U.8.8, Ram- 
apo. The Ramapo has been on a sur- 
vey of the Pacific ocean bottom, It 
found that the submerged territory 
is not marked by steep depths in its 
separation from North America. In 
fact, appears to be a raised eastern 
shoulder of the submerged continent, 
but the west coast of Asia shows a 
series of tremendous deeps. From 
north to south in the west portion 
of the “continent” is a mammoth 
mountain ridge with towering peaks 
which are known to Pacific mariners 
as islands, banks and reefs.

Postal Rocket Tested 


Will Speed Delivery Between Britain 
France And Ireland 

The world’s first posta: rocket has 
been tried out near London by the 
postal authorities and judged suc- 
cessful. — 

Deep secrécy veiled the experiment 
with the roeket which, invented by 
Gerhard’ Zucker, German expert, was 
said to be the forerunner of a ser- 
vice calculated to give Great Britain 
one-minute postal contact with 
France and ‘three-minute contact 
with Ireland. 

The rocket will carry 1,200 letters, 
bearing special stamps, it was learn- 
ed. It will be trained on Calais from | 
Dover, or else across the Irish Sea, 
and the letters will be posted at the 
nearest postal point to where the | 
rocket falls. 

The speed of the rocket is esti- 
mated at 20 miles a minute.

New Brick Invented 


Made Of Cement Composition And 
Has Many Advantages 

The London ministry of health has 
approved a new brick which is made 
without straw or clay. 

It has been evolved by: two Eng- 
lishmen, and the ministry has prom- 
ised to notify all local authorities of 
its qualities. 

The bricks,+made of a_ special 
cement composition, are four times 
the size of the ordinary type. They 
can be manufactured in any color. 

They have double ventilation cavi- 
ties, which give resistance to damp, 
dry rot and sound and also maintain 
even temperature winter or summer. 

They are made in the form of the 
double letter “H’. They interlock, 
and can be used for constructing the 


whole of a building, including floors 
and ceilfngs. . 3 
Bricklaying time and labor are cut 


‘| by 75 per cent. with the new brick, 


while an. 80 per cent. saving is 
achiéved in the use of mortar or 
cement. , 

The brick can be manufactured in 
twelve hours instead of the five 
weeks needed with bricks made of 
clay. ‘The’ invention is the result of 
the combined researches of a British 


price system.

China Imported $600,000 Of ‘Chewing 
Gum Last Year 

Last year China imported $600,000 
worth of chewing gum. This amount 
is estimated to total about 70,000,000 
strips. The’ traditional Chinese 
equivalent of gum is the water- 
melon seed, of which tons and tons 
are consumed each year throughout 
the width and breath of this vast 
land. Few Chinese pass a day with-' 
out cracking a few black dried seeds 
between their teeth and it is esti- 
mated that every Chinese disposes of 
at least ten seeds a day. If an arbit- 
rary population of 400,000,000 is

Fish Have Vision Not Possessed By 
Human Eye 

A blind fish can dash and zig-zag 
about a rocky pool and never touch 
an obstacle. Any fish can travel on 
the darkest night upstream and avoid 
the banks, rocks, fallen trees or tree- 
roots, the bottom of the stream or 
other fish. Only recently has the 
organ of this sense been discovered. 
You can see it if you look at any 
| fish of the salmon family and in 
many others—a channel running up 
the length of the fish on either side. 
Over this is a cell containing a fluid, 
from which nerves run to the brain. 
They carry a message as to the least 
variation in the pressure of the outer 
water, as it varies with depth, and 
when flowing round obstacles. The 
fish doesn’t think before acting when 
a danger signal of varying pressure 
, is given. There's no time for thought. 
Their response to the message sent 
to the brain is automatic. Just as the 
infra-red photographic plate can take 
a clear photograph in a thick fog, so 
fish can see in murky water. They

Polrits or Beauty 

A mysterious problem is presented 
by the way birds display to best ad- 
vantage their especial: poihts of 
beauty, for,.lacking mirrors, how 
should they know where their beauty 
lies?—-where are the. touches. of 
color, out of sight of their eyes, 
Which are crowning glories’? ‘How 
should a goldfinch know the. decora- 
tive value of the blaze of crimgon on 
his face? Yet he will force the glory 
of his blaze on the attention of the 
hen he is courting, turning his heat 
this way.and that, as if to hypnotize 
her by its brilliance, And it is very 
sure that he makes the most of the 
gold bars of his wings; as the chaf- 
finch does of his white epaulets. The 
goldfinch dances -to display those 
bars, and the way he stretches his 
wings, fanwise, with: the air of a 
tailor unrolling a cloth of cold, has 
earned him the name, “proud tailor,” 
A: hundred examples of beauty of 
which birds seem conscious, though 
it may be invisible to their own eyes, 
will crowd to mind. A minor one is 
presented by that lover of trees, the 
nuthatch, who will turn himself into 
&@ graven and colored image of a bird 
as he poses on a tree-trunk before 
a hen, as if to give her the best pos- 
sible view of his watchet-blue and 
buff tones. To display the buff on 
his breast he parades before her with 
stately steps and head pushed for- 
ward. 


Alberta’s Fire Toll 


More Casualties Last Year But Less 
Property Loss 

Thirty deaths from fires were the 
casualty list for Alberta in 1933, ac- 
cording to the report of Fire Com- 
missioner Henry Brace, as made to 
Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial treasurer, 
for the calendar year, The number 
of deaths is considerably in excess of 
the figure for the preceding year, 
which was but nine. 

There were 1,823 fires during the 
year, in all parts of the province, and 
property loss aggregated $1,435,612 
as compared with $2,495,491 from 
1,937 fires in 1932. A reduction in 
losses for the second year in succes- 
sion, amounting to more than a mil- 
lion dollars, is regarded as a highly 
satisfactory feature of the fire situa- 
tion, It was, moreover, the:lowest 
fire loss on record for the past 14 
years. 

While the: number of fires was 
only slightly less than the year be- 
fore, the report points out that “the 
fires that did occur did not assume 
the proportions or cause the destruc- 
tion that was the case in former 
years.” 

Eight out of every 10 fires are de- 
clared to have been due to careless- 
ness in the handling of fire or neglect 
in removing fire hazards. 


Transition Of Farming 


Farming Has Become A Mighty 
Specialized Business 

Years ago farming was a job, a 
means of livelihood; it was not a 
business. If the job were well done 
and the elements agreeable, it guar- 
anteed a living, and, possibly enough 
to care for the individual in old age. 
Land was cheap, and in many loca- 
tions it was available by simply set- 
tling on it. Taxes were of no prac- 
tical consequence; soils were virgin 
and fertile; insects’ and pests were 
negligible; and land values were ris- 
ing. The increase in land value alone 
was sufficient to make the pioneer 
farmer independent in his old age, 
To-day, however, we find an entirely 
different picture. Farming has 
changed from a job, or means of 
livelihood, to a highly specialized, 
competitive business.
